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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -8 and 1 3-20 are allowed over Mohan et al, Pat. No. 5,551 ,046 as 
recited in the 1 02(b) rejection of the Office Action dated June 13, 2006. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the.applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 9 recites updating a local cache of an application system in a multiple 
system environment. However, claim 9 does not include any claim limitations that 
would create an action to perform an update to a local cache. 

Claim 9 executes a document using a data object having a version identifier of a 
first application system and then sends a message to a second application system 
containing a data object identifier to identify the data object used to process the 
document and the version identifier that corresponds to the data object. These 
limitations do not indicate an update to a local cache. 
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Claims 10-12 are also rejected for at least being dependent upon a base claim 
and are therefore rejected for the reasons set forth above,
